SCHOOLS AND STATISM 


CRAZY LIKE A LION 


We admire the gentleman pictured above 
and commend his posture to all right-thinking 
citizens. He is Leo, a lion of London, and he is 
adjusting himself to the summer heat. We also 
admire Skipper, the terrier pictured on the op- 
posite page, who deposited himself in a tub of 
water near Rehoboth Beach, Del. and stayed 
there for hours on end. In fact we are in a state 
of inclusive admiration for all the animals and 
people to be seen in this issue in attitudes of con- 
structive ease. We wish that we had the sense to 
place ourselves at total ease, and that the dis- 
putants in the large matters discussed in the 
columns to the immediate right could do the 
same, We are afflicted with the thought that in 
this event there would be no wage negotiations, 
no arguments about federal aid to education, 
no editorial page, no Lire of Aug. 8, and that 
the world just possibly might survive. We are 
in crazy tune with Columnist Robert Ruark, 
who in ducking the serious subjects of the day 
wrote last week, “It is merely too insufferably, 
unbearably, painfully, sweatfully, sweltering- 
ly, stiflingly, oozingly, utterly, humidly hot.” 

Tt sure is. 
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Francis Cardinal Spellman, the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of New York, has been 
ill-advised in some of his recent utterances. 
The cardinal has called a congressman who 
differs with him an “apostle of bigotry.” He 
said last week in a violent public letter to 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt that in her news- 
paper columns she has proved herself “ig- 
norant” and “anti-Catholic.” The result 
has been a sudden rankling between Cath- 
olic and non-Catholic, an ugly flare of feel- 
ing which if continued can do nothing but 
harm. We have no wish to prolong the un- 
happy controversy between Cardinal Spell- 
man and Mrs. Roosevelt, and it may well 
close with the last sentence of her letter in 
reply to his, “The final judgment, my dear 
Cardinal Spellman, of the worthiness of all 
human beings is in the hands of God.” 

However the issue which moved Cardinal 
Spellman to speak in such terms will not end 
with the controversy of the past week. The 
continuing issue turns upon the proposal 
to appropriate federal funds for the aid of 
grade-school and high-school education. The 
question agitating Congress is whether to 
leave the disposal and use of such funds 
entirely to the discretion of the states, as 
Senator Robert A. Taft proposes; to re- 
quire the states to allot a share of federal 
money to Catholic parochial schools, as 
Cardinal Spellman and Catholic  spokes- 


men in Washington insist; or to tell the 
states that they must not share federal 
funds with private or church schools of 
any kind. Catholic pressure has been ef- 
fective, and last week it looked as if no 
bill could be passed unless it directed the 
states to allot a portion of federal funds 
to parochial and other private schools, 

Most of the debate thus engendered has 
been in terms of “separation of church and 
state.” We recognize that there exists for 
Protestants no less than for Catholics the 
serious problem of how their children are to 
be brought up as Christians if their educa- 
tion is left to schools from which religion is 
excluded. This problem simply has not been 
faced. Nevertheless we submit that at this 
stage the debate should be shifted to another 
po Here we stand with Senator Taft. 

je is right for the right reasons. He is not 
against Catholic or other private education. 
He is against an unnecessary and dangerous 
extension of federal power. So are we. The 
federal government has no business telling 
the states what to do or what not to do in this 
matter. We hold that any bill or proposal 
requiring a congressional directive to the 
states on popular education would be an in- 
strument of federal centralism, a long step 
toward national statism.

STEEL AND STATISM 


USS. Steel Corp. and the C.1.0. steelwork- 
ers’ union are busily clubbing each other in 
the presence of a presidential board in New 
York. This is the board set up by Harry Tru- 
man, in open collusion with C.1.0.’s Philip 
Murray, to find “the facts” and recommend 
action on the union demand for pensions, 
more insurance benefits and a fourth-round 
wage increase—an increase which, if grant- 
ed, will set the pattern for others through- 
out industry in this recession year. 

Behind the current demands in steel and 
other manufacturing industries there is an 
issue which worries us a lot more than the 
doubtful capacity of business to pay higher 
wages in the midst of a recession. The issue 
is, once again, the proper role of Govern- 
ment in American society. 

Readers who think we are reaching for 
trouble are referred to a document pub- 
lished in Washington last month by Robert 
R. Nathan Associates, Inc., under the re- 
sounding title A National Economic Policy 
for 1949. Economist Nathan is the C.I.0.'s 
statistical front man. His magnum opus is 
studded with warm references to “this free 
economy”; the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers could not have produced a better 
argument for the reduction of taxes that 
hamper enterprise. However we are not im- 
pressed by these passages. We pay more at- 


tention to contrary passages such as the fol- 
lowing (with our italics): “Steps should be 
taken when business is good to assure solid 
and sound relationships in the economy, 
. +. To the extent that private initiative 
will not or cannot undertake such respon- 
ibilities, government must use its author 
ity to accomplish what is needed.” 

There you have it: if U.S. enterprise can- 
not always pay ever rising wages, grant ever 
increasing benefits and sustain ever expand- 
ing “full” employment, Government must 
step in and see that it’s done willy-nilly, It is 
one thing to say, as most Americans say now- 
adays, that Government can properly do a 
great deal to prevent or offset bad times and 
encourage good times. It is another thing to 
say, as the Nathan-C.I.0. ideologists are 
saying, that Big Government must guaran- 
tee perpetual prosperity. For Government, 
in order to guarantee it, must in the end 
control the whole of economic life. There, 
in the assertion that Government can and 
should do so, is the philosophy behind the 
recent statements and acts of such a good La- 
bor democrat as Philip Murray. And there, 
whether or not Mr. Truman knows it, is the 
philosophy behind the President’s  indis- 
criminate benevolence toward Labor. 

There is the wide, the beguiling road to

trate her armies, so that her 1,000-mile supply lines would be vulnerable to ta 
tical air attack and her Rhineside concentrations of men and matériel to d 
struction by U.S. atomic bombs (map). At the very least it would not leave 
Western Europe supinely inviting aggression, and it demanded a rearmament 
program with U.S, equipment and U.S. dollars. 

Committee members listened respectfully. Few doubted the need: some were 
appalled at the cost; others questioned the efficacy of an over-all Western de- 
fense. Whether the full amount asked would be passed was doubtful, But the 
chiefs of staff, having spoken, took off still later for a survey of European mil-

HOW POLLOCK PAINTS 


(with enamel, sand and a trowel) 


Jackson Pollock was born in Cody, Wyo. He studied in New York 
under Realist Thomas Benton but soon gave this up in utter frustra- 
tion and turned to his present style. When Pollock decides to start a 
painting, the first thing he does is to tack a large piece of canvas on 
the floor of his barn. My painting does not come from the e 
explains, writing in a small magazine called Possibilities 1. “I need the 
resistance of a hard surface.” Working on the floor gives him room to 
scramble around the canvas, attacking it from the top, the bottom or 
the side (if his pictures can be said to have a top, a bottom or a side} 
as the mood suits him, In this way, “I can . . . literally be in the paint- 
ing.” He surrounds himself with quart cans of aluminum paint and 
many hues of ordinary household enam , starting anywhere on 
the canvas, he goes to work. Sometimes he dribbles the paint on with 
a brush (above). Sometimes he scrawls it on with a stick, scoops it with 
a trowel or even pours it on straight out of the can. In with it all he 
deliberately mixes sand (below), broken glass, nails, screws or other 
foreign matter lying around. Cigaret ashes and an occasional dead bee 
sometimes get in the picture inadvertently. 

“When I'am in my painting,” says Pollock, “I’m not aware of what 
I'm doing.” To find out what he b doing he sto ind contem- 
plates the picture during what he calls his “get acquainted” period. 
Once in a while a lifelike image appears in the painting by mistake. But 
Pollock cheerfully rubs it out because the picture must retain “a life of 
its own.” Finally, after days of brooding and doodling, Pollock decides 
the painting is finished, a deduction few others are equipped to make.

Forbidden to mingle with the outside world, 
Benedictine sisters build Connecticut retreat 


Religious orders devoted only to spiritual contemplation, although 
quite common in Europe, were almost unknown in the U.S. until Thom- 
as Merton's best-seller, The Seven Storey Mountain (Lirz, May 23), 
described the 100-year-old Trappist monastery in Kentucky, Such a 
sanctuary for women was started two years ago at Bethlehem, Conn. 
Its founder was Reverend Mother Benedict Duss, an American who 
had lived in France. She settled in Bethlehem at the invitation of a 
noted painter of religious subjects, Miss Lauren Ford, who lived there, 
Arriving with a companion, Donne Mary-Aline, the Reverend Mother 
had only $20 and a great capacity for work and faith. On land donated 
by a Protestant neighbor the nuns built the Regina Laudis Priory out 
of an old factory. In September 1948 a small group was formally en- 
closed, dedicated itself to a life of prayer.

North lacks the substance of a millionaire, but he conspicuously 
displays the form. 

He is one of the last few men left in America who maintain private 
Pullman cars. The Jomar—its first owner, John Ringling, named it 
in honor of himself and his wife Mabel—is a silver-painted pleasure 
dome, 82 feet long, in which North lives both on the road and in 
winter circus headquarters at Sarasota, Fla. It is the scene of epic 
festivities whose partakers have occasionally numbered such col- 
lege mates of North (Yale, Class of '26) as Columnist Lucius Beebe, 
Cartoonist Peter Arno and Crooner Rudy Vallee. For their delecta- 
tion he keeps a cellaret stocked with vintage champagnes and a 
deep freezer full of filet mignons, stone crabs, pompano, caviar and 
pate de foie gras. There is also a 25¢ slot machine. 

In his drinking habits North exceeds even his own usual rococo 
standards. “The same drink twice in a row bores me,” he confides 
to his guests. Accordingly, in the passage of a single evening he may 
run through the bartender’s manual, from Alexander to Zombie. 
The cycle sometimes continues uninterruptedly till dawn without 
visible effect upon his digestive system or equilibrium. His other 
whims, as numerous and elaborate as a Roman emperor's, require 
the full-time attention of a valet, a chef and a chauffeur. 

North seldom wakens before 3 o'clock in the afternoon. From 
fall to spring, when the Jomar rests on a railroad siding at the 200-

Like the night-blooming cereus, North does not come fully alive 
until after dark. When not entertaining on the Jomar, he usually 
turns up with a bevy of fellow-celebrants in the John Ringling 
Hotel’s M’Toto Room (named after the circus’s lady gorilla). A 
cocktail lounge with dance band, the M’Toto Room closes its doors 
to the public at 1 a.m. To North this is practically high noon, and 
he steps behind the bar to mix drinks himself, a practice sorely try- 
ing to the hotel’s accountants. He is an inexhaustible conversation- 
alist who spouts, while he mixes, a geyser of anecdote, opinion and 
personal reminiscence that leaves only a narrow opening for others 
to slip in a word edgewise.

Despite the strenuousness of North’s nocturnal rounds, his mind 
never strays far from bu: Throughout the night he is apt to 
fetch his associates out of bed for a conference or close a deal by 
transatlantic telephone, as when last winter he persuaded Alma 
Piaia, “The French Falcon of Flight,” who was then performing in 
the Paris nightclub Bal Tabarin, to come on over. By 6 or 7 in the 
morning he heads home to the Jomar, after breakfasting heartily 
on ham and eggs. 

This playboyishness has been wrongly taken as a symptom of 
debility by North's many adversaries, to their subsequent discom- 
fort. No tougher, craftier showman ever headed the Ringling Broth- 
ers enterprise in its entire 67 years. How vigorously North can act 
under pressure was demonstrated in the circus strike of 1938, dur- 
ing his first season as president. Totting up the contents of the Red 
Wagon (treasury, in circus jargon) and noting a decline in profits, 
he proclaimed a 25% pay cut affecting everybody on the lot from 
himself down to the lowliest roustabout. The American Federa- 
tion of Actors, A.F. of L., charged that this was a violation of its 
closed-shop contract with the circus. In Scranton, Pa. the union 
hoss, a former vaudeville actor named Whitehead, pulled his men 
out, and the circus stalled there for five days, piling up losses of 
$250,000. Feelings ran high. John and Henry North barricaded 
themselves in a hotel. Then the city authorities ordered them to 
give a show or leave town. But the union refused to move as much 
as a tent pole back to Sarasota unless the management footed its 
strike expenses, a matter of some $3,000. 


Showmanship beats the union 


ICRANTON being a strong union town, public sympathy was 

at first clearly behind the strikers. But North figured that de- 
lay might well change the public’s position, so he allowed matters 
to drag on. After five days Scranton was wearied by the tenseness 
created by the presence of idle roustabouts and a contingent of 
special police. Then North struck a magnanimous attitude—as 
publicly as possible. Still denying his obligation to pay the union's 
strike expenses, he stated he would pay in order to relieve Scranton 
of the burden of a nonperforming circus. He did, and the circus de- 
parted for Sarasota with the goodwill of Scranton’s c’ . North 
recalls the episode with considerable satisfaction, and likes to tell 
how Whitehead came to see him afterward. “Ah, Johnny,” lament- 
ed the ex-vaudeville trouper, “would that the earth had opened up 
and swallowed me before all this came to pass.” “Would to hell it 
had,” said North. 

But this did not resolve North’s predicament. He had to play a 
full season to drive the Red Wagon into the black. Brother Henry 
had already taken the struck circus to Sarasota when North hit

upon a cunning stratagem. The corporation still owned a small sub- 
sidiary circus that was not unionized. John phoned Henry to load 
out of quarters, with 21 vars (Ringling Brothers’ full complement 
is 90 cars) and join this outfit in the wilds of South Dakota. Soon 
new bill posters appeared: “Al G. Barnes and Sells-Floto Combined 
Circus presenting Ringling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey... 
Stupendous New Features.”” 

‘he union yelled fraud and girded for combat. In Janesville, Wis. 
a picket line barred the gate to the midway. At show time a herd of 
elephants approached with tow chains wound around their trunks. 
The natural motion of an elephant’s trunk being a frontal swing, 
the pickets went down like ninepins as the elephants moved for- 
eel and several of them were laid out cold. In Milwaukee the 
Norths had a stroke of luck. Several members of the musicians’ 
union there happened to have “sawdust in their nose,” a circus 
phrase for peo) Fe wc hayeletpansion on ciensasyand the qroed waa 
spread around that anybody who tried to picket the show would 
be tossed into Lake Michigan. Nobody did. In Omaha only one 
picket appeared. North hired him. 

Toward the end of the season North routed the circus through 
Houston, Texas, where the A.F. of L. was holding its annual con- 
vention. Shortly the union’s most influential delegates found them- 
selves enjoying the show as its guests. Later that year a new con- 
tract was negotiated with scarcely a harsh word. The union has 
since collapsed, leaving Ringling Brothers nonunionized except for 
its musicians and bill-posters. Its pay scale remains substantially 
unchanged: $12.83 a week plus food and board for a roustabout to 
$73.88 foraboss rigger. Showgirls make $60, star performers as much 
as $500. Employe-management relations are tranquil these days, 
although naturally North is viewed as something less than a friend 
of the working man by those who went through the strike. 

The president’s chair in the circus corporation is a spot North 
coveted from tenderest youth and attained only against the furious 
opposition of every other branch of the prolific, quarrelsome Ring- 
ling clan, which still considers him a “gilly” (outsider). North was 
a precocious tot in Baraboo, Wis., the circus’s early winter head- 
quarters, when the five Ringling brothers were banking their first 
millions. He had been born to their only sister, Ida, and Henry White- 
stone North, a gentle, uncompetitive soul who earned a modest live- 
lihood as a lumber merchant. He died when John and Henry were 
youngsters, and although they remember him with affection, it is 
their uncles, especially Uncle John, the most dominating and ex- 
pansive personality among them, who exerted the deepest-felt in- 
fluences in their lives. Though twice married, Uncle John never had 
children and he took a paternal interest in Ida’s boys, exposing them 
by precept and example to his own higlily practical view of the 
world. “Never attack an assagai with a buggy whip,” he would 
caution them sententiously. 

Ringling smoked dollar cigars, rode in a Rolls Royce designed

for the czarina of Russia, bought old masters by the square yard 
and in Sarasota built himself a 50-room palace called Ca’ d’Zan and 
modeled after that of a Venetian doge, but he would weigh small 
demands on his pocketbook with caution of a credit manager. 
“Tdon’t think he was exactly stingy,” North says. “He just believed 
that easy money was bad for your character.” 

Uncle John distilled this homely philosophy from a long, rough- 
and-tumble struggle starting in the subeellar of show business, 
gradually expanding by merger, amalgamation and outright pur- 
chase into the 90-car Biggest Show on Earth. Today there is no 
circus which approaches it in size. 

John North began his circus career when he was still in public 
school in Baraboo. Between terms he traveled with the show as 
“butcher” (salesman), managing a balloon and whip concession. 
His music-loving Uncle Charles gave him a saxophone which he 
taught himself to play in two months. After entering the University 
of Wisconsin he organized a five-piece student band, charging $10 
an hour at local dances and giving jazz le: on the side at 50¢ 
each. Tap dancing, which also brought him in an occasional dollar, 
he acquired by studying the buck-and-wing teams that played Un- 
cle Al’s theater in Baraboo. When he transferred from Wisconsin 
to Yale and met Rudy Vallee, he turned his hand to songwriting. 

On his 21st birthday he inherited $20,000 from Uncle Al, and he 
began to express himself without stint. It was the hey-hey day of 
the American collegiate (North has never quite lost the stamp), and 
he joined the raccoon-bearing, roadster-racing Flaming Youths. 
He carried a Malacca cane and a silver hip flasl Within seven 
months he had cavorted through his inheritance, losing it on horses, 
roulette wheels and chorines. He embarked upon his first marriage 
at this time, to a Chicago debutante. It lasted six years. (His sec- 
ond marriage in 1940 toa French starlet lasted five years.) As Uncle 
Otto once noted, ‘There never was a boy better equipped to play. 


Uncle John's advice 


ET North kept a sober eye on future prospects. Disqualified by 

marriage from finishing college, he spent the winters in Uncle 
John’s real-estate office, the summers with the circus. In the former 
capacity he did a million-dollar business the first year, but as a cir- 
cus employe he could never convince Uncle John that he was worth 
more than $35 a week. When he pleaded financial need Uncle John 
asked, “How's that roadster of yours, the Buick?” “It’s in pretty 
fair shape,” North replied. “Hardly a'scratch on it.” “Well,” said 
Uncle John with a violent blink of his eye and a tap-tap of his cane, 
Il it, my boy, sell it.” North quit the circus in disgust to become 
a customer’s man, vowing never to return except as top dog. 

But he maintained close and amiable relations with Uncle John, 
a course which, the way things turned out, proved fortunate for 
both his own ambitions and the interests of the rest of the famil 
For in the next decade the mighty Ringling empire was shaken to 
its foundations. In 1929 John Ringling, by then the only surviving 
brother, made his last merger. The circumstances avere somewhat 
unfortunate. Then, as today, it was vital to the circus to open i 
season in New York’s Madison Square Garden, not only because 
of the big box office, but also the national publicity. That year, 
however, Ringling nonchalantly let the usual discussion of an April 
lease on the arena hang fire and another corporation owning five 
small circuses booked the arena for April. Ringling bought the cir- 
cuses—and the lease on the Garden—for $1.7 million, borrowing the 
money from a loan company on his personal note. Then the Florida 
real-estate bubble burst, Wall Street blew up and Ringling’s enor- 
mous assets were frozen tight. In 1932 he had to defaultasmall part 
of the interest on his borrowings. To protect their loan his credi- 
tors pounced on the circus, installing as manager an oldtime carni- 
val promoter, Sam Gumpertz. Although they kept Ringling on as 
president for the value of his name, with a token salary of $5,000 a 
year, he never again had a voice in circus affairs. 

Nor was this the only grief to beset him. His second wife, whom 
he had divorced, was trying to collect $50,000 he owed her; the gov- 
ernment was preparing to claim $13 million in tax arrears (Uncle 
John had always regarded taxation as unconstitutional), and he 
was embroiled in approximately 100 other lawsuits. Finally he suf- 
fered the first of a succession of heart attacks which incapacitated 
him for decisive action. He could have bailed himself out of a good 
deal of debt simply by selling a handful of his paintings by Rubens 
or Ca’ d’Zan, but these he had dedicated as monuments to his own 
memory and nothing could persuade him to touch them. 

In this dilemma John North proved to have more resources than 
a pretty taste in wines and a repertory of vaudeville stunts. Lest 
the circus drift forever beyond his reach, a prospect which its credi-

tors viewed with no dismay, he obtained-his uncle’s power of attor- 
ney and hustled around town scraping together the next interest 
payment on Ringling’s $1.7 million loan. It amounted to about 
,000 and it was due within a month. Borrowing a few thousand 
here from a college crony, a few thousand there from some wealthy 
circus buff and selling 300 cases of Uncle John’s rarest bourbon 
whisky, he managed to raise half of it. Two days’ grace remained. 
A loan shark offered him the balance at interest. In despera- 
tion he accepted it. “Thank you, Johnny,” was his ailing uncle’s 
only comment when informed that the circus was, for the moment, 
saved. When North later revealed the interest terms, the old gen- 
tleman nearly fell out of bed. “Just 
like a boy who's never had any real 
money of his own,” he scolded, and 
he brooded about it to his dying day. 

Pneumonia carried Ringling off in 
1936 at theage of 70. His estate, when 
untangled, was appraised at’ $23.5 
million, but the day he died cash on 
hand totaled $300. His will produced 
some disagreeable surprises for every 
individual named in it. Ca’ d’Zan 
and the art collection (valued at $11 
million) went to the state of Florida. 
Half of the remainder of the estate, 
including 30% of the circusstock, was 
~ Set up as a trust fund, the income to 

go to the state for maintenance of the 

Ringling museums. John and Henry 
Ringling North were to share the other half with their mother. They 
were also named executors and trustees. But in a codicil dated a 
year after the will Mrs. North’s benefits were reduced to an annual 
income of $5;000, the boys cut off without a penny. 

Family antagonisms exploded into one of the bitterest battles 
of the century. Each camp voted about a third of the stock, each 
disliked and distrusted the others, each was certain it held a sacred 
mandate torule the circus. On oneside were Uncle Charles's heirs— 
ow Edith and son Robert; on the other, Uncle Alf T.’s heir 
—his daughter-in-law Aubrey. In the middle stood the Norths. 


The Ringlings bury the hatchet 


R= RINGLING fired the first shot with a suit to oust North 
as executor. He missed. The issue was, in any event, somewhat 
academic, because Gumpertz and the creditors were still running 
the circus. North argued they were running it into bankruptcy. At 
length the Ringlings buried their hatchets long enough to lend 
North an ear, and when he proposed to try to raise enough money 
to get the circus out of hock, providing they would then vote him 
president, they reluctantly agreed. 

Shortly after, North sauntered into the Manufacturers Trust of 
New York and coolly requested a loan of a million dollars. The only

collateral he could offer was the frozen Ringling assets and his own 
assurance that he knew how to operate a circus. It is striking evi- 
dence of his powers of salesmanship that North, until then distin- 
guished chiefly as an ornament of Manhattan nightlife, got the loan. 
He also discovered that the creditors had awarded themselves a 
10% bonus in stock. He persuaded them to sell these shares, taking 
7% for himself, the rest being divided between Aunt Edith and Cous- 
in Aubrey. By 1947 he had accumulated enough money from other 
investments to buy the 30% in trust from the state of Florida. He 
had passed the halfway mark toward majority control. 

After paying off the creditors and tossing out Gumpertz, North’s 
first act as president was to buy Gargantua for nearly $10,000 from 
a Brooklyn housewife who had raised him to young gorillahood in her 
backyard (Lire, Feb. 26, 1940). No gorilla had ever survived the rig- 
ors of the circus road, but North kept Gargantua healthy and happy 
in an air-conditioned cage, and it is not exaggerating to say that the 
gorilla put over the show that year practically single-handed. No 
previous attraction, not even Uncle John’s beloved giraffe-necked, 
plate-lipped Ubangis, ever snared as much publicity as this “Vehe- 
mently Vicious, Frightfully Fiendish, Man-like Monster.” One day 
Gargantua reached through the bars of his cage, grabbed North’s 
right arm and nearly tore it off. On his way to first aid North stag- 
gered into the press car. “Boys,” he gasped, “if I die, it'll make the 
front pages.” 

The circus flourished in North’s hands. He cleaned up the hank 
debt, paid dividends to the stockholders and socked away more than 
a million dollars. But he continued to be a thorn in the Ringlings’ 
collective side and his bumptious insistence that he alone had saved 
the day did not alleviate their pain. At the stockholders’ meeting 
the year the war started he moved that they either offer the circus 
gratis to the government as a morale-builder or retire it for the du- 
ration. One worry on his mind was the fire hazard. In Cleveland the 
season before fire had broken out in the menagerie tent; 51 animals 
were burned to death. North shuddered whenever he thought of it. 
All the tents could be flame-proofed, but the process required chem- 
icals which could not be obtained for private use during the war. 
Nevertheless the other stockholders voted to carry on and North 
tendered his resignation. It was accepted with alacrity. 


The Hartford fire 


INDER its new management (president: Robert Ringling; vice 

president: James Haley, who became Aubrey Ringling’s sec- 
ond husband in 1943) the us got as far as the 1944 season and 
Hartford. The fire there, the worst in circus history, almost wrecked 
the corporation for good. In addition to fixing huge damage assess- 
ments, the courts sentenced Haley and five employes to a year’s im- 
prisonment. Robert Ringling happened to have been absent the day 
of the fire and he incurred no prison penalty. 

Out of this shambles North, ever watchfully waiting in exile, 
mapped a strategy that ultimately brought him out on top again. To 
frighten his successors he filed suit for mismanagement against 
them. Then, as they were appealing for a suspension of sentence on 
the grounds that the circus could not function without them, he 
stood up in court to te: that, on the contrary, they were highly 
dispensable. Later he visited Haley in jail. What passed between 
the two men in jail neither has ever disclosed, but at the next stock- 
holders’ meeting the Haleys and the Norths made common cause. 
When the smoke of battle had cleared Haley was president, North 
was vice president, Robert Ringling strictly emeritus. In 1947 the 
Haleys withdrew from the corporation altogether, relinquishing 
their stock to North for $475,000. Thus, after an implacable 10-year 
campaign, the enfant terrible of circusdom had 51% of the stock 
and with it the power to elect himself president perpetually. “That's 
all I wanted,” said he brightly. 

Next to fame and fortune, what appeals to North most about di- 
recting a circus is the esthetic side. He adapts ideas from various art 
mediums with an eclecticism that would have appalled Uncle John, 
and, in fact, it distresses many an old-fashioned circus-goer. In the 
Ringlings’ prime a circus was never expected to be other than a 
sprawling, unconfined riot of unrelated acts, performed to the brave 
piping of a calliope, with maybe a grand procession, the “spec,” 
once around the ring to start things off. Millions loved it that way 
and some, apparently now a nostalgic minority, ignore the circus 
when it comes to town. For North insists upon “artistic unity.” 
The whole show nowadays is held together by a theme song, an in- 
tegrated color scheme for costumes and decor, and a production 
motif. This year, for example, the motif is birthdays. The show 
features an extravaganza depicting a kind of universal children’s 
birthday party, includes production numbers spotted throughout

commemorating historic anniversaries and winds up with a Fourth 
of July pageant built around four blown-up photographs of Harry 
Truman. (A showman’s deference, this, to the voice of the people, 
for North is a staunch Republican.) 

In previous years he retained Norman Bel Geddes, the futuristic 
designer, to style not only the show itself but a lot of the equipment, 
from seat covers to ring curbs, and his friend, Peter Arno, to enliven 
the program with cartoons. After hearing music by Igor Stravinsky 
for the first time, North telephoned the great Russian composer at 
his Hollywood home and commissioned a score for a ballet to be ex- 
ecuted chiefly by elephants. “It’s got to be written so a circus band 
can play it, you understand,” he explained. Stravinsky said he un- 
derstood and duly submitted a composition full of characteristic 
dissonances, the Elephant Polka. North hired George Balanchine 
to do the choreography and Vera Zorina to interpret the leading 
nonelephant role. 

The older generation of circus impresarios tends to scoff at such 
frills. “We didn’t have no long-hair music and fancy bal-lee danc- 
ers,” says one of them, “Just the good old sure-fire attractions, 
and we raked in the mazoola.” North concedes that his profits, 
though substantial, are not and probably never will be again what 
they were in the palmy era of low taxes and cheap labor. To draw 
Americans away from their radios, television sets and the movies, 
the circus, he feels, must offer them equally luxurious fare and some 
headline-hot nonesuch “for the first time in America” like Unus, 
the man who stands on his forefinger, or the great Swanson, who 
hangs by his neck ina hangman's noose. Europe, where movies have 
yet to displace the music-hall and the one-ring circus, remains the 
most fertile training ground for circus talent, and North, who re- 
fuses to rely entirely on his foreign agents, spends months there 
every year. Last trip he scouted 20 small outfits in the American- 
British zone of Germany alone. 

North first saw Unus stand on one finger in a Barcelona circus 
two years ago but couldn’t get him to sign up, despite a reported 
offer of $500 a week, until a year later, when he saw him again in 
Geneva. Unus became the sensation of Ringling’s 1948 season 

For 1949 North’s new attractions are the Geraldos, husband and 
wife (""Breath-taking European Adagio Duo Aloft Who Twice 
Daily Shake Dice with Death and Skirt the Borderline of Eter- 
nity”); the Danish equestrienne, Lilian Wittmack, who for six years 
had been national amateur jumping-horse champion and turned 
professional only upon North’s persuasion; the Rola Rola team 
(“The Venus and Adonis of the . . . Rolling Globe”), who liked it 
fine in their native Andes until North lured them to the U.S. with 
American dollars 

The Red Wagon’s figures apparently justify North’s selection 
of new acts. If the overhead is hi; nd sentimentalists are bitter 
—admissions stand at an all-time record—2,117,965 in 1948. With- 
in the next year or two North expects to wipe out the Hartford 
claims and slice a dividend pie. This may even reconcile the last of 
the Ringlings to his leadership. Not long ago one of them summed 
up the way the family feels about him with a statement that North 
accepts as something of a tribute: “Oh, Johnny's a showman, I 
fp the main difference between him and his Uncle John is that 
he’s the bigger rascal.””
